Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
Section 1. Section 72-7-103 is amended to read:

72-7-103. Limitation on access authority.

(1) A highway authority may not deny reasonable ingress and egress to property

adjoining a public highway except where:

[(D] (a) the highway authority acquires right of ingress and egress by gift, agreement,
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purchase, eminent domain, or otherwise; or
[€2)] (b) no right of ingress or egress exists between the right-of-way and the adjoining

property.
(2) For a property adjoining a public highway, a highway authority may not terminate,

modify, or impede the use of the property owner's point of access to the public highway if:

(a) there is evidence that the point of access has existed for 10 years or more; and

(b) the highway authority has not acquired the point of access by gift, agreement,

purchase, or eminent domain.
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
